Colonel Hobb of New York has been 
recommended by the executive commit­ 
tee to the appointment as United States 
commissioner to the Paris exposition in 
the interest of the industry. 
Important speeches were made by T. 
F. B Nottram of Missouri, J H. Pick­ 
erel of Illinois, Colonel Elmondsonof 
Missouri, Mortimer levering of Indiana 
and Kau ben Gentry of North Carolina. 
The question of the feasibility of se­ 
curing the passage of a law authorizing 
the leasing of government lands adapt­ 
ed to grazing purposes vexed the stock­ 
men for several hours during the after­ 
noon session of the National Livestock 
convention here Wednesday, and the 
chance* are that it will continue to vex 
them for several hours today. 
Early in the afternoon a debate was 
begun on a resolution that declared that 
“such of the public lands of the United 
States as are adapted to grazing should 
be subject to lease by stockmen who are 
citizens at a reasonable rental and under 
such 'jonditions as will tend to preserve 
the grasses from destruction and im­ 
prove the grasses thereon.” 
The earnest manner of those who par­ 
ticipated, if nothing more, served to 
show that the question was of the u t­ 
most importance to them. 
At times the 
discussion grew most spirited. 
This is a question, however, that pos­ 
sesses little or no interest for the stock­ 
men of Texas. 
There are no Federal 
government lands in this state, and be­ 
sides this it ^s claimed to be essentially 
and almost exclusively a cattle country. 
Wednesday night the city was again 
thronged with merrymaker. 
By the 
lurid glare of Greek fire the Mystic 
Knights of Bovinia rode through the 
streets, greeted and cheered by thous­ 
ands. 
Afterwards the knights gave a 
ball in honor of the stockmen.
